AMERICAN CONSUMERS' 
SCORE BIG VICTORY 
IN WAR ON PRICES 


BUYERS' RESISTANCE 
GIVEN MUCH CREDIT; 
SALES TAPER OFF

NEW YORK, Feb. 9—VF>—The 
American consumer made a major 
assault on inflation last week, and 
scored a major victory. 
The battle is not yet over, and 
gains may be lost. But the consu- 
mer should feel good about 
the 
week's developments. 
He didn't know he was fighting 
the battle at all, but he was. 
He 
began the fight quletlv last 
fall 
when he decided many prices 
at 
the store counters were too high, 
and tapered off his buying. 
Other Factors 


There are a hundred other fac- 
tors in the commodity price drop 
more immediate in their effect, and 
they are important. But to esti- 
mate long-range meaning it Is nec- 
essary to look backward for long- 
range causes. 


Of all the nation's Inflated costs, 
the prices of commodities have 
been the largest bubbles. They had 
to break first. 
Although the amount of money 
passing over counters has been at 
record highs, the amount of ac- 
tual goods turned over has been 
declining in important fields. 
In 
short, the consumer has Been buy- 
Ing less. And he has been turning 
more and more to cheaper goods. 
Grain prices have been declining 


since mid-January, but the trend 
was not necessarily important un- 
til last Wednesday, when they be- 
gan a dally plunge of the full al- 
lowable limits of ten cents a bush- 
el on wheat and eight cents 
born. 
The direct reasons are that the 
world wheat supply began to look 
much better because of good crop 
prospects, 
increased 
production 
abroad and a sharply 
lessening 


foreign need for our grain. 
But this in itself would .not have 
tumbled prices so dramatically if 
prices were not so high and were 
there not so much consumer resis- 


•, tance to them. 
Many economists believe that the 


commodity 
Inflation 
has 
been 
checked effectively, and that prices 
will adjust themselves at new lev- 
els more in line with the rest of 
the economy.

The consumer asks two big ques- 


tions: What does this price 
fall 


mean to me, and does It mean 
recession? 


•ticks, retail prices of food 
come down, and other prices 


will 
will 


follow in amounts varying accord- 
Ing to how inflated they may be. 
A recession need not follow. A 
recession is simply a degree of ad- 
justment. If the commodity price 
drop has any permanance, 
that 
means we are having the adjust- 
ment, and that is what we want. 
As the adjustment becomes more 
severe, it moves into recession, or 
depression. 
There Is no need for such a se- 


vere adjustment at 
the 
present 
stage. The stock market Indicates 
that. Stocks have dropped only 
two per cent since Wednesday. 
The 
consumer should not 
be 
misled by the decline Friday and 
yesterday In retail prices of such 
things as bread, flour and lard. 
These lower prices will hold only 
if the general trend is down. 
It Is the longer-range price drops 
that we are looking for. If we gel 
that, the bread, flour and lard 
prices should come down 
much 


more, and the 
prices 
of

things with them.

The plane, with a flight attend- 
ant dead, its No. 3 engine propel- 
ler gone and No. 4 engine out of 
control, groped through clouds for 
300 miles before making an emer- 
gency landing at 
Bunnell, Fla., 
Saturday afternoon. 


At the controls were Capt. Hen- 


ry T. Merrill, famous EAL pilot 
and tran9atlantic flyer, and pilot 
W. E. Johnson. They brought the 
big piano to an emergency land- 
ing at an abandoned Navy auxili- 
ary field after radoing they were 
preparing to "ditch" the craft In 
the ocean. 


The plane, enroute from Boston 
and New York to West Palm Beach 
and Miami, was about 100 miles 
east of Brunswick, Ga., when the 
No. 3 engine threw its propeller. 
The prop ripped through 
the 


fusilage and killed a flight attend- 
ant. 


Merrill and Johnson radioed on 
the emergency set that they were 
preparing to "ditch" tho plane but 
they explained later that was their 
plan only in event they had to go 
down. 


Several passengers received mi- 
nor Injuries when they jumped 
from the plane after It landed.
